Fray LAST was & great day Among swimmers, and one that has, 
perhaps, never been equalled, in London at least. From all parts of 
the country did amateur swimniers make their way to the great 
metropolis to take part in a race which, by the liberal generosity of the 
proprietors of the Sporting Pilot newspaper, was open to all, without 
fee ov expense, and with no more restrictive conditions than that the 
contest should be strictly confined to amateurs who had never swam 
for money. As was anticipated by its patrons, the inducement offered 
to the true lover of uatation by the free and unconditional entry, was 


* 


the means of bringing together somo of the finest amateur swimmers 
that ever took part in'a public exhibition. Tn g eaking of this swim- 
ming match we must not omit to mention that the people of this 
country, though living in a Sea-girt isle, and sending forth their sons 
to brave the dangers of the deop, have hot, in a national spirit, done 
much to foster the art of swimming’; and if the number of beings whose 
lives are lost in the conrse of year through ‘the: want of this 
accomplishment were recorded, we fear it would form ‘a very heavy 
catalogne, “A few lovers of athletic exercises have here and there 
associated together and formed swimming clubs, but there has been no 
public spirit manifested—no generous patron to come forward and give 
the eause an impetus by offering a prize to induce young men 
to devote their energies’ to this sport in common: with all others. 
It has been our lot to report trials of skill in all ranges and phases 
of sport, and when we find cups and other prizes given to pugilists, 
pedestrians, scullers, and wrestlers, surely something might be 
done to encourage the art of swimming, whereby ‘a man may be 
able to save his lifes for in a place like London, with 80 much 
travelling by water, a man’s life ig most uncertain — at one mo- 
ment he may be in perfect safety, and the next struggling 
in the water for, his life, through some unforeseen accident. 
Judge the difference between that man and a swimmer. — Tho 
latter, we have no hesitation in saying, would at once divest him- 
self of what clothes time would allow him, and, with the greatest 
xmount of confidence, dive in to saye his fellow-creature, Surely 
such a man deserves the thanks of any civilised community, for 
it must be remembered the task is not an enviable one. The clutch 
of a drowning man is something serious, and often, unless the greatest 
care is used by the swimmer, may prove fatal to both. We should 
like to see the Royal Humane Society acknowledge such acts of 
bravery more than they appear to do. It affords us much pleasure, 
however, to state that patronage has at last heen bestowed upon a much 
neglected yet most graceful and accomplisbed art.

skill and strength; and ay Some are disposed to question the propriety 
of this policy, we will append Mr, Williamson's judicious reasons for 
so doing. He says (speaking for himself and associates), “ Had we al- 
lowed professionals to euler, we are certain that our undertaking 
would have been a failure as regards numbera, for no ‘rson can com- 
pete in any sport against ‘men who are always in training, for every- 
thing depends on the State of health and lasting powers, swimming a 
mile being equal to running several, for according to the preaent style 
of side swimming the head is immersed at every stroke. Of late ears, 
it is a strange sight to see anyone swim in a race on his breast, it being 
¢onsidered much slower, although Jones — one of our finest 
side-stroke swimmers — was beaten in’ a match, being * tha 
entire length of the — Se ntine, by Coulter, who is a 
breast swimmer. Since our Sup has been before the spanlia wo 
have received hundreds of letters from all parts of Englan ty some of 
them possessing valuable hints concerning the management of tho 
hice, which we have not forgotten to act upon. And our readers must 
have seen that nearly one hundred have sent in their names as compa- 
titors.

414 put an end to their existence 
by drowning, 114 by hanging, 96 with 
firearms, 56 by suffocation with char-

_ Cymry, or Welsh folk. These, as well 
as the anciont Britons, were generally 
dark, with eyes as black as those of a 
Saw. or a gipsy.

It was. not. till 1857 
that operations were commenced for the distillation of the bitumen at 
Enniskillen, and the operators then speedily discovered that by sinking 
wells a similar material might be obtained in a fluid stato, Large quan- 
tities of oil were thus procured. Two years later a well was sunk to the 
depth. of! seventy feet; in Venango County, Pennsylyania, ‘The oil 
flowed with such force-that for many: weeks 1,000. gallons per day were 
obtained from this well. Other wells were speedily sunk, many of which 
yielded larga quantities of oil, In some districts the earth is saturated with 
the oil, and, occasionally, a porous sandstone or limestone will yield 
considerable quantitiés. More commonly, however, the oil is collected 
in fissures in the rocks, at various depths below the surface. Tn some 
cases an ample supply of oil is obtainable at a depth of 40ft., while other 
wells are sunk as low as 120ft. to 160ff. deep. At Titusville, Pennsy]- 
vania, ‘there are wells of the depth of 590ft. Usually, when the oil is 
reached, the pressure of the gas in. the fissures forces it up, and it 
flows for some time to the surface. As soon as the oil has ceased flow- 
Ing ®# pump is employed. — Sometimes. the oil continues to. flow
